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NO PEACE POSSIBLE 
“AT PRESENT STAGE 
ACCORDING TO GREY 


British Foreign Minister 
Says Hostilities Haven't 
Reached Point Where It’s 
Even Possible to Talk of 
Peace. 


GERMAN PUBLIC FED 
WITH OFFICIAL LIES 


Sir Edward Says Allies Are 
Resolved to Push War to 
Stage Where It Will Be 
Possible to Maintain En- 


during Peace. 


London, May 24.—Sir Edward Grey, 
the British foreign secretary, in a 
spéech in the house of commons today 
set aside all ideas that peace negotia- 
tions were possible at the present stage 
and plainly reiterated that the posi- 
tion of the entente allies was in no 
way changed. j 

Sir Edward’s address was on the 
question of peace and the rropriety of 
“employing the American press as a 
platform,” subjects unexpectedly raised 
by Arthur Ponsonby, liberal member 
for Stirling, Scotland, in a strong ad- 
dress attacking the government for al- 
lowing diplomatic etiquette to stand 
in the way of possible peace pourpar- 
lers. 

Sir Edward declared that it was im- 
possible to consider terms of peace 
without a previous agreement between 
Further, he expressed the 
decided opinion that the hostilities 
had not yet reached a stage where it 
was possible to talk of peace, especial- 
ly as the German public was constant- 
ly being “fed with lies” by their min- 
isters. 

American Press as Pliatform. 

Mr. Ponsonby’s reference to the use 
of the American press as a “platform” 
was the outgrowth of a recent inter- 
view with Sir Edward Grey. Sir Ed- 
ward, in replying to this attack, while 
admitting that important disclosures 
of policy ought first to be made to 
parliament, argued that a crisis might 
arise during the war when considera- 
tions of etiquette should be allowed to 
stand in the way. He contended that 
since German statesmen constantly 
were giving interviews and statements 
to the American press, it would be 
mere pedantry which would hinder 
British. statesmen ~from countering 


pen 


‘these statefnénts in the interests of 


their own country. 

Mr. \Ponsonby argued in fayor of 
counmtenancing peace possibilities and 
against prolonging the war merely for 
the sake of obligations to Great Brit- 
The speaker said that if 
the war had to be continued until 
Constantinople fell or until the un- 
known obligations to allies were ful- 
filled, the country ought to be told 
what those obligations are, and if there 
were no essential differences between 
Germany and Great Britain and no such 
obligations, the government ought to 
take the earliest opportunity to press 
for a termination of the war. 

Sir Edward Grey in replying pointed 
out that his interview contained no 
new declaration. He had no prepared 
speech or statement to make, but he 
said if’ he thought the German gov- 
ernment or German opinion had reached 
the point where the allied governments 
could bring a peace compatible with 
their desires nearer by making speech- 
es about peace, he would make dozens 
of them. But, the foreign minister add- 
ed, that time has not yet arrived and 
the allies were bound by common ob- 
ligations not to put forward any terms 
of peace except by mutual agreement. 
Ponsonby Attacked British Diplomacy, 


Mr. Ponsonby attacked the govern- 
ment’s diplomacy. He said the peace 
of EKurope would depend on the ca- 
pacity of statesmen for surveying the 
great problems in a broad spirit. The 
insularity which had _ characterized 
British diplomacy in the past consti- 
tuted the real danger. The government 
must recognize that the war had reach- 
ed a deadlock and at the same time 
the superior position of Great Britain 
also must be recognized. The latter 
was due to the spirit and valor of the 
people and not to statesmen. 

The speaker said he hoped the states- 
men were not going to imperil the 
situation by delay and ineptitude. Noth- 
ing had helped Germany more than 
the extreme jingo utterances of re- 
sponsible statesmen. They had enabled 


Prussianism to keep Germany togeth-¢ 


er. Mr. Ponsonby said recriminations 
must cease. He considered it wanting 
in respect to the British people for 
the ministers to disregard parliament 


YOUNG BOY DYING. 
FROM PISTOL SHOT 


Officers Believe Gus Buice 
Pavlovasky Was Rehears- 
ing Scene in Play in Which 
Revolver Is Used. | 


Gus Buice, 9-year-old stepson of 
James M. Pavlovasky, No. 1 Exposi- 
tion street, was dying at the Grady 
hospital at an early hour this morn- 
ing from the effects of a bullet wound 
through the head, sustained while play- 
ing with his stepfather’s revolver at 
the residence late Wednesday after- 
noon, 

The boy was rushed to the city hos- 
pital shortly after 5 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon in an unconscious condition. 
The bullet from a .38 caliber revolver 
entered the right cheek, coming out at 
the back of the head. His skull was 
fractured in two places and doctors 
held no hope for his' recovery. 

According to statements made by 
the parents of the boy at Grady hos- 
pital, there was no one at home at the 
time of the accident. The boy suppos- 


edly returned from schoo] shortly aft- 
er 3 o’clock, the regular time for him 
to come home. 

It was stated at police headquarters 
that a school entertainment is being 
rehearsed at the State Street school 
where the boy is a student. In the en- 
tertainment, according to Call Officer 
Newport, who investigated the shooting 
there is a part taken by young Buice 
in which a revolver is used. 

It was supposed that he went to the 
bureau drawer in his stepfather’s room 
and got the revolver with the idea of 
practicing his part with it.

WOMAN IN THE CASE 
EXUDES SYMPATHY 
FOR DENTIST WAITE 


Mrs. Margaret Horton Casts 
Sorrowful and Sympathetic 
Glances on Poisoner of 
Peck as She Testifies. 


DUAL NATURE OF WAITE 
DESCRIBED BY WOMAN 


Mrs. Horton Says Relations 

With Waite Were Pla- 
tonic—Mrs. Waite Sobs 
as She Gives Evidence 
Against Husband. 


_ New York, May 24.—Mrs. Margaret 
Weaver Horton, the young woman with 
whom Dr. Arthur Warren Waite, con- 
fessed poisoner of his wife’s parents, 
studied languages and music and 
shared a “studio” in a fashionable New 
York hotel, described late today at 
Waite’s trial for murder what she con- 
sidered the dual character of the 
prisoner. This alleged Jekyll-Hyde na- 
ture of Waite, the evil side of which 
he has asserted manifested itself in the 
form of a “little man from Egypt,” 
gave the first inkling of the theory 
upon which Waite’s lawyers will pro- 
ceed in their efforts to prove he was 
insane at the time he killed John 
E. Peck. 

Mrs. Horton, who cast sorrowing 
glances at Waite as he sat pale and 
outwardly ill at ease not more than 
twenty feet from her, followed Mrs. 
Clara Louise Peck Waite, wife of the 
prisoner, on the stand. 

Conveying Sympathy to Waite. 

Mrs. Horton told her story slowly, 
directly, and gave the impression that 
she cared little for the ordeal to which 
she herself was subjected. It appear- 
ed to those who watched her closely 
that she was trying to convey to the 
prisoner something of the sympathy 
she felt for him. 

Although called as a witness for the 
state, Mrs. Horton seemed to be much 
relieved when Walter R. Deuel, coun- 
sel for Waite, began to cross-examine 
her. Waite, who had sat almost mo- 
tionless throughout the long direct ex- 
amination by Assistant District At- 
torney Brothers, dropped his hand from 
his chin and raised his eyes towards 
the witness. The wife of the prisoner, 
dressed in deep mourning and sobbing 


quietly at intervals, sat directly be-. 


hind the jury box: 

Not a line of testimony had been 
brought out by the prosecution touch- 
ing upon Waite’s mental condition 
when the state rested after Mrs. Hor- 
ton had finished her story. Several 
alienists were in the court room, how- 
ever, waiting to be called in rebuttal. 
The defense, it is expected, will open 
tomorrow in a ‘vigorous attempt to 
prove that Waite was insane when he 
committed the crime. 

Mrs. Horton, with a trace of sad- 
ness in her voice, first told how she 
had met Waite last January when she 
was singing in a New York theater. 
He was gentlemanly and kind to her, 
she said, and they struck up a fast 
friendship. Waite was interested in 
her voice and later inquired the name 
of her vocal instructor. 

“He said he would like to take vocal 
lessons himself,” she added, “and I 
introduced him to my teacher.” 

Mrs. Horton then told how she and 
Waite had studied modern languages 
and music together for which Waite 
“insisted” on paying, and finally of the 
rental of the “studio.’’ 

Their Relations Platonic. 

Mr. Brothers did not appear to be 
concerned about Mrs. Horton’s expla- 
nation as to her relations with Waite 
further than to establish the fact that 
they studied together and engaged the 
“studio” under the name of “Mr. and 
Mrs. Walters.” 

On cross-examination Mr. Deuel ask- 
ed Mrs. Horton: “Your relations with 
thes defendant were purely Platonic, 
were they not?’ 

“They were,” answered the witness. 

“When did you go to the apartment 
with the defendant?’ 

“Usually between 4 and 6 o’clock in 
the afternoon.” 

“What was his demeanor?’ 

“He was always gentlemanly and 
kind.”’ 

“Did he ever appear to be melan- 
choly ?” 

“Yes, when I played or sang.” 

“Describe his actions.” 

“Why, he would cry like a child.” 

“At other times how did he act?’ 


“Very boyish. He was always bright 
and cheerful.” 

“Did he ever comment to you on his 
feeling with respect to his actions when 
you were playing the piano or sing- 
ing?”

Dr. Muller, Waite’s New York 
physician, had_ testified that Waite 
obtained, through him, a quantity of 
arsenic shortly before Mr. Peck’s death. 
Waite told him, he said, that he wanted 
the poison to “kill some cats.” 


Waite Interested in Bacteriology. 


Previously Waite had said he was in- 
terested in the study of bacteriology 
and Dr, Muller had recommended a for- 
mer instructor of his. Waite already 
has confessed that he inoculated the 
aged Mrs. Peck with deadly , disease 
germs from which she died a few weeks 
before her husband. 

When Mrs. Horton was excused from 
the stand Mr. Deuel asked the court 
to instruct the qury to disregard all tes- 
timony about Waite’s study of bacte- 
riology. The court so instructed the 
jury. The state then rested and Mr. 
Deuel made the formal motion for the 
dismissal of the case, which was de- 
nied. 

In her _ direct 
Horton told of receiving a let- 
ter from Waite after his arrest in 
which he wrote that he supposed that 
he would “get the chair,” although he 
might be put in an insane institution 
for a while and then get out. He add- 
ed, according to the witness, that he

ITALIAN KING 


\.TO THE ARMY. 


Rome, May 24.—(Via Paris.)—King 

Victor Emmanuel issued from general 
headquarters today the following order 
of the day to the army and navy: 
. “Soldiers of Land and Sea: Respond- 
ing with enthusiasm to the appeal of 
the country a year ago, you hastened to 
fight, in conjunction with our brave al- 
lies, our hereditary enemy and assure 
the realization of our national claims. 

“after having surmounted difficulties 
of every nature you have fought in a 
hundred combats and won, for you have 
the ideal of Italy in your heart. But 
the country again asks of you new ef- 
forts and more sacrifices. 

“IT do not doubt that you will know 
how to give new proofs of bravery and 
force of mind. The country, proud and 
grateful, sustains you in your arduous 
task by its fervent affection, its calm 
demeanor and its admirable confidence. 

“I sincerely hope that fortune will 
accompany us in future battles, as you 
accompany my constant thoughts.” 

In all the leading Italian cities demon- 
strations in celebration of Italy’s entry 
into the war assumed imposing propor- 
tions. 


AUSTRIANS MASSING 
FOR GREATER DRIVE. 


Rome, May 24.—The Austrian offen- 
sive along the Italian front, which be- 
gan ten days ago, is assuming more and 
more the character of the German of- 
fensive at Verdun. After having occu- 
pied the advanced positions from which 
the Italians withdrew, the Austrians 
ow are strengthening and organizing 
themselves there. They have concen- 
trated additional artillery under com- 
mand of General Koevess and have been 
attempting, but without success, to cut 
the Italians’ rear communications for 
supplies. 

Italian officers estimate that between 
the Adige and Brenta rivers the Aus- 
trians have placed twenty-six batteries 
of guns of 305 calibre, aside from many 
other batteries of smaller guns, and 
have brought from the Galician and 
Balkan fronts fresh troops to the num- 
ber of eighteen divisions, or 360,00 
men. 

Arsiero is one of the towns that has 
suffered most severely from the bom- 
bardment. 

Austrian prisoners say that prior to 
the beginning of the offensive they 
were told that it was the intention to 
capture the Venetian provinces by 


-gtorm, beginning with the province of 


Vicenza. The Austrian officers gave 
orders that the Austrian soldiers once 
on Italian territory must not show 
themselves weak, but that they must 
not act brutally towards the popula- 
tion. They promised that next summer 
the men might take the baths at Lido, 
in Venice, on the Adriatic. 

This extensive movement by the 
Austrians is styled by them “the of- 
fensive towards the valley or the Po 
river.” 

The Austrian commanders evidently 
are planning to extend the line of at- 
tack, as large reinforcements continued 
to be reported on the northern banks 
of Lake Garda. These troops apparent- 
ly intend to attempt to invade Italy 
along the northern province of Brescia.

FRENCH EVEN THE SCORE

Fighting Around Fort Dou- 
aumont Was Furious—As 
Soon as One Attack Failed, 
Fresh German Troops Ad- 
vanced to Charge, and This 
Continued Until the French 
Were Finally Driven From 
the Fort — French Hold 
Immediate Approach to 


Douaumont. 


London, May 24.—Under a rain of 
shot and shell which inflicted enormous 
the Germans have again taken 
Fort Douaumont, northeast of Ver- 
dun, from the French. As though (to 
even the score somewhat, however, the 
French in spirited counter. attacks 
northwest of Verdun recaptured from 
the Germans trenches on the southern 
outskirts of the village of Cumieres, 
which the Germans had occupied in 
the late fighting, and also stopped with 
their artillery several attempts of the 
Germans to debouch from the village. 

The fighting around Fort Douaumont 
was furious, the Germans launching alt- 
tack after attack against the fort, 
employing among others two fresh di- 
visions of Bavarians. Several times 
the attacks were put down with heavy 
losses, but finally the Germans suc- 
ceeded in reoccupying the point of 
vantage which they had held virtually 
since the commencement of the Ver- 
dun offensive until the French drove 
them out several days ago. The French 
still retain the immediate approach to 
the fort. 


IT IS INFERNO 
ABOUT VERDUN. 


Paris, May 24.—French officers say 
the German crown prince has been 
using 80,000 men in his efforts to 
swamp the French positions east and 
west of Dead Man Hill and to gain de- 
cisive advantages between that poigt 
and Hill 304. Thus far these efforts 
have accomplished little. 

Without full possession of the line 
from Pepper Hill to Vaux fort the 
Germans cannot, hope to get any near- 
er to the capture of Verdun. Even 
if they succeeded in taking this line 
they could not hold it unless they were 
also in possession of Hill No. 304 and 
Dead Man Hill which outflank the line. 

Driven to desperation by seeing so 
much of its work undone the German 
command has hurled attack after at- 
tack against Fort Douaumont. At the 
same time it has kept up its onslaught 
on the left bank of the river to pre- 
vent the French transferring any 
forces to the main scene of attack. 

All day yesterday the tide of war 
ebbed and flowed, inches of ground be- 
ing won and lost at an appalling cost 
in men. As one French officer said: 
“Plots of land come high here.” Again 
and again after reducing trenches to 
a crumbling heap of ruins by a deluge 
of shells the German infantry dashed 
forward only to be caught and swept 
away by a hurricane of curtain fire 
from the French batteries and machine 
guns.

“The ground temporarily lost by us 
was almost entirely recaptured by our 
brave regiments and they made more 
than 550 prisoners.

“Balkan theater: The situation is 
unchanged.” 


ARTILLERY ACTIVE 
ON BRITISH FRONT. 


London, May 25.—The British official 
communication issued last night says: 

‘The situation on the Vimy ridge is 
unchanged. Small parties of our troops 
pushed forward and engaged in hand- 
to-hand fighting with the Germans. 

“Today (Wednesday) there has been 
a heavy bombardment by both sides 
astride the Souchez river, and artillery 
activity near Roclincourt, the Hohen- 
zollern redoubt, Wytschaete and St.

PLAN TO ELIMINATE 
EXCHANGE CHARGES 


| Payment of Toll of One and 

One-Half Cents on Each 
Item Sent Reserve Bank 
Proposed. 


The Federal] Reserve bank has a plan 
for practically eliminating exchange 
charges on all checks on _ points 
throughout the country, where mem- 
ber banks are located, and which it is 
hoped will eventually include as par 
points all places where state banking 
institutions only are located. The plan 
will be put in operation July 15 at ail 
twelve of the Federal Reserve banks. 

The plan. as outlined by Governor 
Joseph A. McCord, of the Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta, embodies the payment of @ 
toll of one and one-half cents on each 
item sent to the reserve bank for credit, 


regardless of the size of the check. 
Plan Not Compulsory. 

The plan is not compulsory on any 
bank, according to Mr. McCord. Mem- 
ber banks may carry their reserve 
funds with the banks in the central 
reserve cities, as now, to take care of 
items sent through them. 

“The plan embodies the payment of 
one and one-half cent for each item 
sent into the Federal Reserve bank by 
the member banks,” said Mr. McCord. 
“This charge will be made for the ac- 
tual cost of the service rendered by 
the reserve bank and will be paid by 
the depositing bank, of the bank for 
whom the clearance is made. All chechk@ 
on state banks that can be collected 
at par widl be handled under the sys- 
tem. 

“In every case, however, the national 
banks in every community will be given 
the preference and will be given a 
chance to receive the checks of the 
state bank and forward to the reserve 
banks for clearance. 

“The plan is to be operated for the 
benefit of the people at large and not 
for the banks. It shall aim to practi- 
cally do away with the present heavy 
exchange charges on checks, but will 
not affect commercial paper or drafts as 
handled at present. 

How the Plan Works. 

“State banks not wishing to enter 
the federal reserve system can get their 
paper handled through the member 
banks of the federal reserve system in 
their respective communities. The plan 
works on the principle that checks from 
the different institutions will be pre- 
sented over the counter to the banks on 
which they are drawn by the agent of 
the person to whom the checks are pay- 
able., If the state banks do not care 
to enter into the arrangement they need 
have no fear of being forced into the 
plan. 

“In operation of the plan, if a bank 
finds that its balance with the reserve 
bank is sufficient to meet all the items 
that it has sent them by the federal 
reserve bank there will be no need of 
any money being sent to the reserve 
bank to offset the charge. On the other 
hand, if the balance is not enough to 
meet the items, actual money in the 
form of currency or bills can be sent 
through the mails or by express at the 
expense of the federal reserve bank to 
cover the amount of the checks. 

“When the plan is put in operation it 
will become effective with some 15,000 
national and state banks and trust com- 
panies. The receiving federal reserve 
banks will give credit or remit for all 
items sent drawn on points in the dis- 
trict two days after receipt, and on items 
drawn on points in the remaining eleven 
federal reserve districts, credit will be 
given or remittances be made four days 
after receipt.”

‘FAVORABLE REPORT 
ORDERED ON BRANDEIS 


Senate Committee Recom- 


mends Confirmation by a 
Vote of 8 to 10. 


Washington, May 24.—The eenate ju- 
diciary committee voted 10 to 8 today 
to report favorably to the senate the 
nomination of Louis D. Brandeis to be 
associate justice of the supreme court. 
It was a strict party vote. 

Senator Shields voted,for a favorable 
report. He arrived here from Knox- 
ville this morning just in time for the 
cemmittee meeting. Before entering 
the committee room, he conferred with 
Senator Hoke Smith. Afterwards he 
still refused to indicate how he would 
vote. Had he voted against a favor- 
able report, as had been predicted, the 
committee would have reported the 
nomination to the senate without rec- 
ommendation. 

The nomination was sent to the sen- 
ate by President Wilson on January 28. 
Weeks were spent by a sub-commit- 
tee taking testimony regarding charges 
against Mr. Brandeis, formulated by a 
committee of citizeng of Boston. The 
sub-committee recommended confirma- 
tion by a strict party vote of 3 to 2. 

For weeks the judiciary committee 
has debated the testimony taken by the 
sub-committee. Doubt existed for a 
long time as to the vote of Senators 
Reed, O’Gorman, Smith, of Georgia, and 
Shields. To win a favorable vote, it 
was necessary for all to vote for Mr. 
Brandeis. It became known last week 
that Senators Reed, O’Gorman and 
Smith would vote for confirmation, but 
doubt continued about Senator Shields. 

The nomination will now be taken to 
the senate and Mr. Brandeis’ friends 


shortly. 

Senators voting for 
were Culberson, Overman, Chilton, 
O’Gorman, Fletcher, Reed, Ashurst, 
Shields, Walsh and Smith, of Georgia. 
Those against confirmation were Clark 
of Wyoming, Nelson, Dillingham, 
Sutherland, Brandegee, Borah, Cum- 
mins and Works.

Bla NAVY MEASURE 
BEFORE THE HOUSE 


Five Battle Cruisers Pro- 
vided for, But No Dread- 
naughts — Appropriation 
for Year Totals $241,000,- 
000. 


Washington, May 24.—An elaborate 
report explaining the $241,000,000 nav- 
al appropriation bill was submitted to 
the house today by the naval commit- 
tee,and at the same time the republic- 
an members of the committee pointed 
in a minrity report to be presented to- 
morrow, attacking the measure as in- 
adequate and demanding that congress 
provide for a navy ranking second 


among the world’s fighting forces. 

The bill, which authorizes a build- 
ing program for next year includ- 
ing five great battle cruisers, is to be 
taken up in the house next Monday or 
Tuesday under a special rule limiting 
debate and providing for a final vote 
before the end of the week. 

Why No Dreadnaughts. 

Referring to its failure to recommend 
additional dreadnaughts in the 1917 
program reported, the committee says 
it does not wish to be understood as 
holding that battleships have been dis- 
placed as the main naval dependence. 
On the contrary, the report says, all 
naval experts told the committee 
dreadnaughts formed the real fighting 
line of any fleet. 

“Our fleet of dreadnaughts and pre- 
dreadnaughts,” it explains, “has reach- 
ed such proportions that the construc- 
tion of -battle cruisers must now be 
authorized and begun at once in order 
that our fleet be properly balanced 
for fighting efficiency.” 

The report adds that tk fact that 
other navies have been equipped with 
battle cruisers makes it absolutely es- 
sential that American fleets should 
have similar units. 

The total cost of the new ships rec- 
ommended is placed at $160,087,357, of 
which $59,244,326 is appropriated in 
1917, together with $28,368,127 for con- 
tinuing present building. 

An appropriation of $3,500,000 each 
for dry docks at Norfolk and Philadel- 
phia is included in the bill, $500,000 in 
each case to be immediately available 
on passage. No existing government 
dock, the report says, could accommo- 
date the proposed 850-foot battle 
cruisers. 


$14,000,000 for Ammunition. 


The bill carries an appropriation of 
nearly $14,000,000 for active and re- 
serve ammunition of the five proposed 
battle cruisers. 

The bill provides $3,915,000 for new 
engines and other  re-equipment of 
Ships of the active fleet. 

The committee estimates that under 
the bill the short@ge in the commis- 
sioned personnel of the navy will be 
met in a few years, and that the 16,579 
additional men provided for are all 
that will be needed during the next 
fiscal year. 

A commission of five naval officers 
is created to investigate the navy yard 
Situation and report to the next ses- 
sion of congress as to the necessity for 
additional yards on the Pacific coast, 
the Atlantic coast south of Hatteras, 
or on the Gulf, and advisability as to 
abolishing any existing yards. 

Among other provisions are: 

New Orleans, $150,000 to repair the 
naval station, damaged by a hurricane 
last September; Charleston, $175.000 to 
dredge Cooper river approach: to navy 
yard to make it possible for capital 
ships to reach the navy yard. Wash- 
ington, D. C., $200,000 immediately. on 
a $600,000 addition to the gun shop; 
$1,000,000 on a $1,500,000 experimental 
laboratory for standardizing war ma- 
chinery. + 

The bill also includes a detailed and 
naval reserve system worked out by 
the navy department. 

The rank of full admiral is provided 


™ 


for the chief of operations with au- 
thority to issue orders in the name of 
the secretary. 

$2,000,000 for Aviation. 

A $2,000,000 item for aviation is pro- 
vided to purchase additional machines 
and motors and to put machines aboard 
the armored cruisers. 

“This will previde a division of 
scouts fitted with aircraft for the At- 
lantic fleet,” says the report. “If this 
plan works successfully, a¢roplanes will 
be put aboard all the armored cruisers 
in the Pacific and, if possible, aboard 
battleships.” A total of 75 hydro-aero- 
planes is provided for. 

In proposing $85,000 for the naval 
advisory committee on aeronautics, the 
committee says this organization is 
protecting the military and naval serv- 
ice from useless experimental work. 
The Edison civilian consulting board 
is continued with a $25,000 appropria- 
tion with a view to creating “such a 
potdantiality for munitions manufacture 
that the organization will be perfected 
so that automatically upon declaration 
‘of war or national emergency the vast 
industrial resources of the country will 
begin munitions manufacture and de- 
livery.” 

Of $1,411,222 recommended for erec- 
tion of a projectile plant, $705,611 would 
be appropriated at once. 

A new appropriation of $480,000 is 
made for steel torpedo nets to be drop- 
ped from booms from the sides of 
battleships when at anchor. For re- 
serve ordnance supplies, including pow- 
der mines and submarines defense 
equipment, $4,503,424 is provided. 

Commodore Veeder and Captains 
Potts, Gibbons, Hill, Rust, Ellicott and 
Quinby, retired by the plucking board, 
would be restored to the active list,

ANTI-WAR CLAUSE 
IN NAVAL MEASURE. 

Washington, May 24.—A provision in 
the naval bill, reported to the house by 
the naval committee today, would em- 
power the president at the close of 
the present war to invite all world 
powers to a conference for the purpose 
of organizing an international tribunal 
for settlement of disputes and to dis- 
cuss disarmament and would provide 
that if before the bill’s appropriations 
are contracted for competitive arma- 
ments should be rendered unnecessary, 
expenditures inconsistent with any en- 
gagements entered into might be sus- 
pended ‘by presidential order. An item 
of $200,000 is included for expenses in- 
cident to the proposed conference. 

Of this provision the committee re- 
port says: 

“The committee, while desirous that 
the country shall ‘be properly prepared 
against attack by a foreign foe and 
fully realizing that the navy is the first 
line of defense, yet with a sincere 
hope that upon the conclusion of the 
European war some steps might _ be 
taken. looking to a settlement of ‘in- 
ternational disputes by arbitration and 
discontinuance of the construction of 
competitive armaments, recommends 
the adoption of these paragraphs and 
appropriates $200,000.” 


Washington No Refuge 
For Liquor Men Driven 
From the “Dry” States 


Washington, May 24.—The District of 
Columbia excise board today ruled that 


persons driven out of business by pro- 
hibition laws of other states cannot 
establish mail order houses in Wash- 
ington for the purpose of shipping 
liquor into “dry” states. The ruling 
was made on the application of two 
liquor dealers from Virginia, who must 
close up their business in that state 
when the Virginia prohibition law be- 
comes effective November 1, next.

Durham, N, C., May 24.—(Special.)—

NEW NOTE COMING 
FROM CARRANZA 


He May Renew Request for 

Withdrawal of the U. S. 
Troops, But Washington 
Won’t Comply.

Washington, May 24.—No authorita- 
tive forecast of the proposals to be 
made by General Carranza in his new 
note had reached officials here tonight 
and while some apprehension was ap- 
parent that its tenor might not be en- 
tirely satisfactory, the general feeling 
was one of confidence that it would 
open the way to a definite agreement 
for continued co-operation of American 
and de facto forces in the pursuit of 
bandits in northern Mexico. 

Recent reports from Special Agent 
Rodgers at Mexico City have indicated 
a growing friendliness toward the 
United States and have led the state 
department to hope that the new com- 
munication would suggest a resump- 
tion of negotiations for a protocol Cov- 
ering the operations of the American 
expeditionary force. Mr. Rodgers’ dis- 
patches have said that General Obre- 
et report on his conferences at the 

order with General Scott had made 
@ strong impression on officials of the 
de facto government -and had con- 


\vinced them that the United States was 


acting in good faith and had no ulte- 
rior motive in its operations on Mex- 
ican soil. 

May Request Withdrawal of Troops. 

Rumors that General Carranza might 
in some form renew his request for 
withdrawal of the expedition were 
given credence, however, by some of- 
ficials. Unofficial advices have -reflect- 
ed a grave domestic situation in Mexi- 
co, due to labor and other economic 
difficulties and to the menace of re- 
newed revolutionary activities, It has 
been suggested that under the circum- 


fear the consequenecs at home of a re- 
cession from the . demand for with- 
drawal. 

There are no indications that a re- 
newed demand for withdrawal would 
meet with immediate acquiescence or 
lead to serious consequences unless it 
were backed by an order for hostilities 
against the American force. This lat- 
ter possibility, while it has been taken 
into consideration, in all of General 
Funston’s military plans, is not regard- 
ed seriously. Officials were not dis- 
turbed by border reports that the de 
facto troops were moving northward 
in force, taking it as a probable result 
of the orders for co-operative opera- 
tions issued after the Scott-Obregon 
conference, 

New Note Probably on Way. 

The state department’s dispatches to- 
Agent Rodgers in- 
dicated that the new note probably al- 
ready was on its way. He reported that 
the communication was coming by spe- 
cial messenger and should be in Wash- 
ington by Monday. He gave no indi- 
cation as to its contents. At General 
Carranza’s embassy here officials pro- 
fessed ignorance as to the note’s char- 
acter or the probable date of its de- 
livery. 

Further reports of disturbed eco- 
nomic conditions in Mexico reached 
the state department today. Crops 
were said to be in poor condition in 
many sections and spring planting be- 
low normal. The de facto government, 
it was reported, had crushed the rail- 
road strike in most districts by sub- 
jecting railroad workmen to military 
rule and making them liable to court- 
martial for refusal to work. 

A dispatch from Saltillo said the 
Carranza governor had reported the 
killing May 5 at Zaragoza of the 
bandit chief, Tobias Elizondo. West 
coast conditions were reported quiet 
and those in the Yaqui valley were said 
to be “satisfactory.”

Had Germany refused to 
restore Belgium, evacuate France and 
Serbia and form an independent Po- 
land: had she refused to agree to form 
an international council to maintain 
European peace, Mr. Ponsonby asked. 
If she had refused these things the 
country ought to be told. 

James Ramsay MacDonald, a brother 
member, supported Mr. Ponsonby: He 
declared that peace was a political and 
not a military problem and that it was 
the duty of the government to state 
the terms on which it was prepared 
to conclude a peace. 

First Class Lie, Says Grey. 

Sir Edward Grev in the course of his 
speech characterized Chancellor Beth- 
mann-FHollweg’s recent statement that 
was prepared to .go to 
war over Bosnia as a “first class lie.” 
The real reason for the prolongation 
of the war was that the German gov- 
ernment was continually telling their 
people that they were winning the war 
and that the allies were beaten. 

Sir Edward here made the declaration 
that the time for peace had not vet 
arrived and that the entente allies were 
under obligations not to act separately 
on peace terms. He added that if any 
of the allies had a right to speak with 
regard to peace at the present mo- 
ment it was Fnance, on whom the con- 
centrated fury of the German attack 
had been thrown. Rebuking Mr. Pon- 
sonby for making no allusion to Ver- 
dun, Sir Edward said: 

‘Through the long battle of Verdun 
France is saving not only herself, but 
her allies as well. If anyone has a 
right to speak about peace, it is France, 
and President Poincare has spoken. I 
believe it is the duty of diplomacy to 
maintain the solidarity of the allies 
and give the utmost support to the 
naval and military measures which are 
being taekn by-the allies in common to 
bring the war to a stage it has not vet 
reached and in which the prospect of 
maintaining an enduring peace will be 
with the allies. Mr. Ponsonby has 
hardly seemed to realize that we were 
at war. 

‘I care not how often I say it, this 
war could have heen avoided by accept- 
ing.a conference. Why was the con- 
ference not accepted? Because there 
was no good will.” 

Sir Edward then referred to the pre-

Wife Testifies Against Husband. 


“Mrs. Clara Louise Peck Waite, wife 
of the accused man, preceded Mrs. 
Horton on the stand. 

Mrs. Waite, dressed in mourning, 
came into the courtroom so quietly 
that few observed her. 

Dr. Waite, who had been sitting 
with bowed head all the forenoon, 
looked at his wife, but she appeared 
aot to see him. 

Mrs. Waite testified concerning her 
father’g visit from Grand Rapids to 
New York, and said that Waite sug- 
gested that Dr. Albertus A. Moore be 
called to see her father. 

Some time after her father's ar- 
rival here, Mrs. Waite said, he develop- 
ed fainting spells. Waite already has 
admitted that he inoculated him as 
well as Mrs. Peck with disease germs. 

The witness told of an occurrence 
at dinner three days before Mr. Peck’s 
death when Waite served her father 
with some oysters and later he re- 
marked that he felt unusually drowsy. 

When asked if she noticed anything 
unusual in Waite’s -manner, Mrs. 
Waite broke down and ~sobbed, but 
finally replied, “No, only what my 
maid told me later.” 

She said her father’s condition grew 
gradually worse and she called in Dr. 
Moore several times. 

Mrs. Waite in 
testimony said her husband went 
on .“oazmy =e oa times of the 
day and night. The night before her 
father died, she said, Waite gave him 
an eggnog and Peck complained that 
it made him ill. Next morning her 
father was dead. 

Mrs. Waite temporarily gave place 
on the stand to Harry Ladenheim, a 
nurse at Bellevue hospital, who testi- 
fied that when Dr. Waite was in that 
institution recovering from the drugs

he took he repeatedly called for his 
wife, and said: 

“Poor Clara, I hope she doesn’t find 
out about the other woman.” 


Told Her of Death. 


Mrs. Waite, who was then recalled, 
said Waite slept on the sofa in the 
parlor the night before her father died 
and wakened her to tell her of his 
death. When Dr. Moore arrived, the 
witness said, Dr. Waite suggested that 
the body be cremated. She telephoned 
Dr. Cornell, who advised against cre- 
mation. 

After the body was removed to Grand 
Rapids, Waite was very anxious to 
know whether an autopsy had been or- 
dered, said the witness. There had 
been nothing to indicate that an au- 
topsy would be held, but Waite asked 
her to telephone the undertaker and 
Percy Peck to ask if there was to be 
an autopsy. 

Mrs. Waite asserted that on the night 
when she and Waite arrived in Grand 
Rapids, Waite suggested to her that 
she make a will also. This she did, she 
continued, and made Waite the chief 
beneficiary, but left one of her father’s 
buildings to her brother and $20,000 in 
charitable bequests. 

“My husband smiled,” continued the 
witness, “and said he didnt see any 
reason why I should leave the building 
to my brother as he already was pro- 
vided for.” 

Mrs. Waite added that her husband 
had complained because her father had 
not given her more money as a wedding 
present. 

Two weeks before Mr. Peck’s death, 
Waite told his wife. she testified, that 
he wished to put a “tonic” in Mr. Peck’s 
soup. Previously, she swore, Waite pre- 
pared medicine with which he sprayed 
Mr. Peck’s throat. 


Walite’s Brother-tn-Law Testifies. 


Percy Peck, son of John E. Peck, 
testified that on February 10, last, Dr. 
Waite told him that his father was 
getting along in years and that Waite 
would not be surprised if he lived only 
a short time. Peck died March 12. The 
witness said that immediately after Mr. 
Peck’s funeral Dr. Waite asked if his 
wife could obtain the use of her share 
of the Peck estate before a will was 
probated. 

Percy Peck declared his father’s es- 
tate was worth $1,000,000. 

“The witness told of Waite’s court- 
ship of his sister. His father did not 
approve of the marriage, but raised no 
objection to the marriage. 

“My father arranged to give my sis- 
ter $300 per month at the time of the 
wedding,” he continued, “to be used by 
her and her husband in ‘living ex- 
penses.”’ 

Percy Peck said the only incident 
he knew of which might have caused 
any feeling was that on one occasion 
Mr. Peck sent to Mrs. Waite a check 
for $200 instead of $300. The son said 
that Waite sent the check back with a 
letter, in which he wrote that “he was 
able to take care of his wife him- 


self.’

A letter written by Waite to Mrs. John 
E. Peck in October, 1915, concerning 
“father’s financial obligations to 
Clara,’’ was introduced. In it Waite 
asserted that while Clara expected a 
substantial settlement from her father 
at the time of her marriage there was 
no reproach on his part because he 
was able to care for his wife. 


Woman Sent Mysterious Telezram. 


The sender of the mysterious ‘NW. 
Adams” telegram which has figured in 
the case, was identified as Eliza- 
beth B. Hardwick, of Somerville, N. J., 
at Waite’s trial today. This was the 
telegram sent from New York 
Grand Rapids, urging Percy Peck 
have an autopsy performed on 
father’s body. 

Miss Hardwick was on the witness 
stand only a short time. She testi- 
fied that she sent the “K. Adams’ 
telegram March 12 from the Grand 
Central station warning the Peck 
family that Mr. Peck might have suf- 
fered foul play. 

Miss Hardwick said she lived in the 
home of Dr. Jacob Cornell, of Somer- 
ville, N. J., who testified yesterday that 
he called at the Waite home the day 
Peck died. She testified that she sent 
the telegram to Percy Peck after Dr. 
Cornell returned from the Waite 
apartment and that some one told her 
to send it. A question as to who di- 
rected her was ruled out. She was 
then excused. 

Poison Passages Marked. 

John Cunniff, a special officer, re- 
called to the stand, told of having re- 
ceived from Eugene O. Kane, who em-

BISHOP LEETE TO WORK 
FOR METHODIST UNION 


Reassigned to Atlanta, He Will 
Strive to Bring Churches 
Together. 


Saratoga, N. Y., May 24.—(Special.)— 
The general conference of the Metho- 
dist church today ratified a number of 
assignments of bishops to Episcopal 
residences for the ensuing four years. 

Bishop Frederick D. Leete was re- 
appointed as resident bishop in Ala- 
bama, Georgia, South Carolina and 
Florida with residence in Atlanta. 

Referring to the proposed reunion of 
northern and southern Methodism, 
Bishop Leete said: 

“The general conference now in ses- 
sion in Saratoga unanimously voted to 
seek early union with Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south. To this move- 
ment Iam heartily committed and shall 
strive to turn the minds of the one 
hundred and fifteen thousand members 
of our church in the above states into 
harmony with the end sought. For 
this purpose I will also ‘be most happy 
to co-operate with those within the 
communion of our sister Methodism in 
any way desired by them. During my 
residence in the south, the home of 
some of my ancestors and of my own 
early years, it will be my pleasure to 
serve even to the slightest degree the 
interests of the great southern states 
in the certainty of whose future ad- 
vancement and prosperity I profound- 
ly believe.” 


Property Owners Will 
Meet City Officials 
To Discuss Assessment 


Property owners on Grant street will 
meet with the city attorney and mem- 
bers of the construction department 
of the city this afternoon at 4 o'clock 
in the office of the city attorney in an 
effort to straighten out a tangle that 
has arisen between the city and the 
property holders over the assessment 
for the street paving along Grant 
street. 

The property owners protest that 
they have been charged an excessive 
rate for wood block, in fact more than 
people along Alabama street were 
charged for granite cube paving, said 
to be the most expensive ever laid in 
the city. 

The excess charge is the result of 
delay in paving caused by the court 
fight with the Georgia Railway and 
Power company by council in an effort 
to get them to lay concrete founda- 
tlons under their tracks. 

Because of this delay the contractors 
for the paving, Jamieson and Hollo- 
well, protested the contract on the 
ground that they were losing money. 
The streets committee and coancil 
agreed to a new contract giving the 
contractors a profit of ten per cent over 
the cost of the pavement. The job was 
returned at $2.27 per square yard, ac- 
cording to original contract. With the 
ten per cent added the cost totals $2.49 
per square yard and it is this increase 
that the property owners protest 
against. 


BIRMINGHAM CHOSEN 
~ BY PRESBYTERINS 


Woman’s Status in the South- 
ern Church to Be Subject 
of Protest. 


Orlando, Fla., May 24.—Birmiragham 
was selected as the 1917 meeting place 
of the general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church in the United States 
at the assembly here today. Chatta- 


nooga, Durant, Okla., and Charleston, 
W. Va., presented invitations and it 
was necessary to take three Dallots to 
make a selection. 

Woman's Status in Church. 

Woman's status in the church which 
emerged fram a maze of parliamentary 
entanglements practically unchanged, 
after extended discussion became the 
Subject today of a protest to be regis- 
tered tomorrow by at least fifty of the 
less than 300 commissioners attend- 
ing the general assembly here. At an 
informal meeting today after the first 
session they appointed a commitee of 
five to frame a protest against the de- 
feat of an amendment yesterday which 
provided that women be “prohibited 
from expounding the scriptures or lead- 
ing in prayer in the public worship of 
the church.” 

The assembly today also decided to 
increase the endowment fund for min- 
isterial relief to $1,000,000 and to set 
aside the third Sunday in September 
of this year only as a special day for 
calling for money for this fund. It 
also was agreed that young men study- 
ing for the ministry should not be giv- 
en money outright as heretofore but 
that they should be given loans from 
the fund. The loans are to be paid 


back later, either in cash or in work 
for the church. 

After the assembly had voted that 
women should not be allowed to preach 
it took up the subject of whether they 
| should be recognized as deaconesses. 
|During discussion of the latter feature 
ithe amendment objected to today was 
‘Offered and it was carried. At the 
session yesterday afternoon, however, 
a long statement of the church's atti- 
tude toward women was presented and 
at practically the same time it was 
moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the restrictive amendment had been 
passed in the morning. On reconsid- 
eration the amendment was lost and 
the assembly adopted as its attitude 
the statement presented. 


No Deaconate Rights for Women. 


While it was decided not to grant 
women deaconate rights it was set 
forth that the work of women in the 
church was of great usefulness and 
that it should be encouraged particu- 
larly in home and foreign mission en- 
deavor. The protest lanned today 
was to be presented to the assembly to- 
morrow morning with the requést that 
it be recorded on minutes of the meet- 
ing. 

In addressing the assembly in favor 
of the million dollar endowment fund 
the Rev. Henry H. Sweets stated that 
while educational work was facing a 
crisis that at the same time more was 
being written regarding Christian edu- 
cation than ever before. He empha- 
sized the fact that there is no need 
for conflict between church colleges 
and state universities and that each had 
its place. He showed that Southern 
Presbyterians had more than $7,000,000 
invested in educational institutions. The 
total enrollment in Presbyterian insti- 
tutions last year was 8,755. 

Home Mission Money. 


Reports on home mission work, sub- 
mitted at a session tonight, showed 
that 79 missionaries in the home held 
preached and taught among foreign- 
born residents of this country, speak- 
ing twelve languages, thus reaching 
more nationalities than did the for- 
eign missionaries of the Southern Pres- 
byterian church, This work cost $26,-

Project of Great Importance 


to City Was Made Possi- 
ble by Fire. 


Augusta, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)— 
Charles A. Wickersham and _. others, 
promoters of the Savannah River Ter- 
minal company, were granted a 25- 
year franchise by city council last 
night to cross certain streets in the 
construction of a gigantic rail and 
wharf terminal at the river front. 

The lines of the new terminal com- 
pany will tap the tracks of the Au- 
gusta and Summerville railroad, which 
is owned and jointly used by all the 


' railroads entering Augusta, and will 


extend to the city wharf on Bay street, 
opening up a broad territory for the 
development of warehouse business ana 
various other industrial enterprises. 

By connecting with the Augusta and 
Summerville, the terminal company 
will be connected with all the rail- 
roads of Augusta, which will be per- 
mitted the use of the terminal com- 
pany’s main lines to and from the 
wharf, for which an equitable charge 
will be made, and the terminal com- 
pany will switch cars for all railroads 
to and from the industries located on 
its private industrial tracks. 

The Savannah River Terminal com- 
pany has acquired and secured options 
on approximately $100,000 worth of 
‘property in the burned area, through 
which the tracks will pass, and since 
the action of council, much more land 
will be bought. 

This connection with the wharf is one 
of the most important events in the 
commercial and industrial history of 
Augusta, and is an object which has 
been desired and sought for years. It 


has been made possible by the con- 
flagration of March 22d, which opened 
up the right of way by destroying 
buildings that obstructed the course. 

The Georgia railroad is behind the 
new terminal company, and its connec- 
tion with the wharf will be most ad- 
vantageous for the railroad. The Geor- 
gia will now be able to solicit busi- 
ness in the east, directing it by water 
to Savannah, then up the Savannah 
river to Augusta, to be distributed from 
here throughout all that populous sec- 
tion traversed by the Georgia.

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BACK TO THE COLONEL. 


Republican preferences have veered 
strongly within the last month or six weeks. 
From repudiation to indorsement is a far 
cry; yet that is the route republican presi- 
dential ideas have recently traveled. 

Colonel Roosevelt is now the foremost 
probability before the Chicago convention 
in June. Although far adrift, they have gone 
back to him, and the return is none the less 
real through the fact that there is some sus- 
picion of enforcement about it. 

The persistent refusal of Justice Hughes, 
of the United States supreme court, to allow 
consideration of his name in connection with 
the nomination hag been partly responsible 
for his gradual elimination. The conserva- 
tives must accept his position as the sincere 
one, which, of course, limits their enthu- 
siasm, while the place-hunting politicians 
would never consent to Hughes’ nomination 
except under duress. ’ 

Cold water has thus been thrown on the 
Hughes boom from two spouts. Then, there 
is also the striking, stirring fact that the 
“bull moose” convention meets in Chicago 
the same day and hour as that of the reg- 
ular republicans. Day in and day out, the 
regulars have contemplated this staring 
menace until it has become almost a night- 
mare. 

Knowing what party division did to them 
four years ago, it is anything now to avoid 
it; and the solution seems to be the nomi- 
nation of Colonel Roosevelt. 

Political factors and political fates are 
apparently as kind to him as of yore; every 
day that brings the convention nearer, brings 
the “Colonel” that much closer to the goal 
of his ambition—the possibility, at least, of 
breaking presidential records by serving a 
third term in the white house. 


THE RIGHT WAY TO DO IT. 


The Bethlehem Steel company has begun 
a series of advertisements in more than 
three thousand daily and weekly newspapers 
in the United States, with a view to inform- 
ing the public upon its side of the contro- 
versy growing out of the proposition looking 
to the establishment of a government armor 
plate plant. 

In the first advertisement of the series it 
calls attention to the fact that the United 
States is now buying armor plate from the 
private manufacturers at a price less than 
that paid by any other of the great naval 
powers; and it asks why the federal govern- 
ment should invest $11,000,000 in a plant un- 
der these circumstances when, after the ini- 
tial expenditure is made, it can manufacture 
armor plate no cheaper than it can buy it. 

The assertions in this statement are evi- 
dently to be amplified with evidence sup- 
porting them in the campaign which the 
Bethlehem company has undertaken. The 
company is no doubt assured of the justness 
and correctness of its position, else it would 
not have set out to attempt to educate the 
people of the United States to its contention. 

The Bethlehem Steel company adopt- 
ed and is pursuing the correct policy. The 
American public is not an unfair or a preju- 
diced court. Given both sides of a problem, 
it makes up its mind on thé basis of the 
evidence presented, and ballot box decisions 
following free and complete discussion never 
go far wrong. 

Failure to take the public into their con- 
fidence has been the stumbling block of rail- 
road and other“corporations throughout the 


is no doubt that the public is suspicious; 
mystery and secrecy have always been the 
greatest causes for imputation of venality 
and criminality. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad company has 
made more friends not only in its own terri-

of inviting the public confidence through 
the newspapers, than it could have done by 
any other method in a thousand years. 
Other corporations which have tried this 
system have discovered the advantages of 
jt. These advantages and opportunities are 


there for those who will take them. 


It will be interesting to know in this con- 
nection that the action of. the Bethlehem 
Steel company in thus seeking the public 
confidence was taken upon the advice of a 
former well-known Georgian, Ivy L. Lee, son 
of Dr. J. W. Lee, for many years pastor of 
Trinity church of this city, and now of St. 
Louis. The high ground upon which the 
Bethlehem Steel company puts its purpose 
thus to advise with the people is stated as 
follows by Mr. Lee: 


The Bethlehem Steel company appre- 
cilates that questions like a government 
armor plate plant ought to be consid- 
ered without special reference to any 
private interest, but with supreme regard 
for adequate national defense and sound 
public policy. The company is desirous, 
therefore, that no matter what action 
congress may take on this subject, the 
people throughout the country should be 
fully informed concerning the situation. 


How much better would be the relations 
between the people and all of the great cor- 
porations that serve them if the corporations 
would but get this viewpoint and act upon it. 


STATE HIGHWAY BILL. 


Georgia’s establishment of a state high- 
way commission is no longer a question of 
sporadic sentiment; it is an imperative ne- 
cessity if the state is to share in the federal 
appropriation for good roads building, of 
which Georgia’s portion will be approxi- 
mately $2,000,000. 

Fortunately, public sentiment is now 
back of the state highway commission move- 
ment. The legislative committee of the 
County Commissioners’ Association of Geor- 
gia will meet today in the offices of the 
Georgia Chamber of Commerce in Atlanta, 
for the specific purpose of considering this 
problem. 

With the county commissioners of Geor- 
gia solidly back of the movement, and the 
necessity of action in order to share in the 
federal appropriation, certainly there can be 
no question of the enactment at the coming 
legislative session of a highway commission 
bill that will meet Georgia’s great needs. 

No civic organization in the state has 
shown more positive interest in the move- 
ment to establish such a commission than 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce. Follow- 
ing the legislative failure last summer to 
enact a state highway commission law, the 
Georgia chamber appointed: a special com- 
mittee composed of Charles L. Davis, of 
Warm Springs; Judge John A. Smith, of 
Gainesville, and Judge Moses Wright, of 
Rome, to draft a bill to be submitted to the 
legislature at its coming session. This com- 
mittee has completed its work, and the 
Georgia chamoer, impressed with the fact 
that the County Commissioners’ Association 
of the state was undoubtedly the best body 
of men to urge this matter to a successful 
issue, placed it in their hands and has assur- 
ance of their energetic support. 

The bill as prepared by the Georgia 
chamber’s committee will be the foundation 
for the measure which the county commis- 
sioners will offer to the legislature the com- 
ing summer. Having offered it, they will 
get back of it and lead the fight for its enact- 
ment. In this effort they will have the sup- 
port not only of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, but of commercial and trade 
bodies all over the state, through which will 
be voiced the demand that Georgia shall not 
fling away the two million dollars awaiting 
her draft, if she provides the proper ma- 
chinery for its expenditure. 

Under these circumstances it should be 
safe to predict now the certain enactment 
of a state highway commission bill at 
the legislative session this summer. It 
would be a mistake, from a standpoint of 
state activity alone, to ignore it; but when it 
comes to federal assistance amounting to 
millions, failure would be the extreme effort 
of folly.

MORE ABOUT GUATEMALA 


By Burgess Smith 


The destiny of nations as well as of in- 
dividuals is the plaything of circumstance. 
In 1492 Columbus started “due west” on his 
immortal quest of the East Indies. He 
Sailed steadfast, straight west by the com- 
pass, despite expostulation, without veering 
a hair’s breadth, but when his turbulent and 
impatient crew pointed to a flock of birds 
flying a little south of west, he yielded to 
their importunities and changed his course, 
for he knew the birds were flying to land. 
rs was then in the vicinity of the West In- 

s. 

Suppose he had adhered unflinchingly to 
his otiginal purpose “sail on, sail on, sail 
on, straight west. He would have proba- 
bly landed on the coast of South Carolina. 
America was not colonized until 1600. In 
all probability that portion of North Amer- 
ican now occupied by the United States would 
have become a Spanish colony, and would 
have been dominated by a Latin instead of an 
Anglo-Saxon civilization. 

In that event, what would have been 
the destiny of Mexico, Central America (of 
which Guatemala is a part), and South 
America? Would they have been left to 
develop a civilization of their own? They 
were forging ahead with wonderful impetus. 
They were skilled agriculturists; they made 
beautiful fabrics; they had a knowledge of 
Sculpture, they had calculated the movements 
of the sun and planets; they were proficient 
in architecture. 

Their Condition Now. 

What is the condition of the descendents 
of these aborigines now? Cortez, Pizarro 
and Alvarado slew millions of them, and 
enslaved the remainder in their insatiable 
pursuit of and greed for gold. In requital 
they performed only one beneficence—they 
abolished human sacrifices. 

The natives of Guatemala, born of the 
aborigines that were found by Alvarado in 
early 1500, are probably less enlightened 
than they were 500 years ago. They have 
embraced Christianity, but their conception 
of its meaning is vague and chaotic. 

Twenty-five miles from Guatemala City, 
the present capital of Guatemala, is the 
town of Antigua. It was formerly the cap- 
ital of Guatemala. It is overshadowed by 
two majestic volcanic mountains. Before 
the coming of the Spaniards, these volca- 
noes destroyed many lives. To appease 
their fury the natives cast beautiful girls 
into their craters. The Spaniards when 
they came essayed another species of ca- 
jolery—they baptized the volcanoes, and took 
them into the church, The volcanoes re- 
sented all these proffers; and, one night, 
they overwhelmed the city of Antigua and 
made the fair city a place of desolation. The 
people rebuilt it. Years later an earthquake 
destroyed it again. 


This was after the Spanish had con- 
quered the country. They had built a mag- 
nificent city. The chimes and bells re- 
sounded from seventy cathedrals. Alvara- 
do (Cortez’s lieutenant who conquered the 
country and became the Spanish governor) 
surrounded himself with all the courtly 
splendor that prevailed in Madrid. It was 
all destroyed. 


A Modern Antigua. 

Thereupon, by a royal decree, the capital 
was removed to Guatemala City. There is 
now a modern Antigua, but the seventy 
cathedrals and the old Spanish places are 
masses of ruins. The vo.canoes are silent. 
The earthquakes are frequent, but not vio- 
lent. Where resided the opulent dignitaries 
of church and state and courtiers of Spanish 
rule, now grows the coffee bean, which is 
the staple product of the modern Guatemala. 

Every morning on the roads leading into 
Antigua (and Guatemala City) one meets 
procession after procession of the natives 
coming to market—man, woman, child ana 
donkey. Each one carries a burden. The 
man—rarely over five feet in stature—bare- 
foot, with only an apology for crothing— 
loads himself with a hundred or two hun- 
dred pounds. He strikes a gait—a sort of 
“dog trot’—and will travel thirty or fourty 
miles during the day. The women and 
children all carry like burdens, proportion- 
ate to their strength. 

It is no uncomrmon spectacle to see a na- 
tive with a complete room-set of furniture, or 
fifty or sixty jugs of gallon capacity, or a 
quantity of hay, or grain, or vegetables 
that an American farmer would hesitate to 
put on his one-horse wagon. 

Reaching the city, he will sit flat in the 
Street, generally contiguous to the public 
market, and surround himself with his wares 
which he sells for what an American would 
consider a trifle—perhaps 25c or 50c a day. 
If he returns home empty—that is without a 
load—he will drop a rock or two in his pack 
(so he will ‘‘feel natural’), strap it to his 
forehead (resting the pack on his back) ana 
“dog trot’ back to his house and home, 
which, frequently, is composed of cornstalks 
for its walls and dead grass for its roof, 
the aggregate value of its material not ex- 
ceeding ten cents. 

Perchance, if he is fond of “white-eye,”’ 
he spends a portion of his daily income for 
it. White-eye is a veritabl® lethe. In an 
hour you would find him lying beside the 
roadside motionless, unconscious and insensi- 
ble—he could not be aroused by the combined 
attack of the champion football team. In 
a few hours he naturally revives, none the 
worse; takes another nip with the same 
result, and may repeat the performance sev- 
eral times more before he reaches his thatch- 
roofed, cornstalk mansion. 


FAMOUS MORMON: LECTURER WILL 
ADDRESS LOCAL CHURCH TONIGHT 


Mormonism is to be presented tonight at 
8 o'clock in an address by one of the general 
authorities of the Latter Day Saints church, 
Dr. James E. Talmage, a member of the 
Mormon Council of Apostles, who reached 
Atlanta yesterday and is stopping at the 
Piedmont. Dr. Talmage is accompanied by 
Mr. Charles A. Callis, president of the South- 
ern States Mission, which embraces. ten 
states. The subject of the doctor’s ad- 
dress tonight at the Latter Day Saints’ 
church, Woodward avenue and Connally 
street, is ‘“Mormonism’s Message to the 
World.” 

The two gentlemen have come here from 
Greenville, S. C., where they officiated in 
dedicating a new church building on Sunday 
last. They report the work of the Mormon 
organization as flourishing throughout the 
south, the membership in Georgia alone be- 
ing upward of three thousand and steadily 
increasing. 

“The people of the south,” said President 
Callis, “treat us with courtesy and considera- 
tion. They realize that our missionary serv- 
ice is one of love for humanity, and that we 
come to them in the sipirit of toleration and 
respect.” 

In reply to an inquiry as to the distin- 
guishing features of Mormonism, Dr. Tal- 
mage said: “One feature peculiar to Mor- 
mornism is the proclamation of current reve- 
lation from God to man. We believe in 
the same organization as existed in the prim- 
itive church, and therefore that apostles and 
prophets are essential today as they were 
anciently. We do not believe that the au- 
thority of the holy priesthood has continued 
in unbroken succession from the apostolic 
period following the personal ministry of 
Jesus Chirst, for a great falling away was 
foreseen and predicted. 

“We hold that a reasonable interpreta- 
tion of history demonstrates the actuality 
of the general apostacy. A restoration of 
the holy priesthood became necessary, and 
this restoration was effected through the 
instrumentality of Joseph Smith. under whose 
ministry the restored church was established 
as an earthly organization in 1830. 

“We are commonly known as Mormons, 
the name having reference to the Book of 
Mormon, which is a translation of ancient 
records giving an account of the aboriginal 
peoples of the western continent; but the 


' been definitely 
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true name of our organization is the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints.” 

Concerning the institution known as plu- 
ral marriage, or more commonly as polyga- 
my, which has been so generally associated 
with Mormon faith and practice in the pup- 
ular mind, Dr. Talmadge explained as fol- 
lows: “As a practice, plurai marriage has 
relinquished by the church; 
and any attempt to enter into marital rela- 
tionships contrary to the secular law is pun- 
ished by excommunication from the church. 
The church authorities are rigorous in their 
enforcement of this prohibition, for it is one 
of the cardinal tenets of the church that its 
people shall be subject to the laws of the 
State, and community in which they live. 

“That plural marriage was once counte- 
nanced by the church under specific regula- 
tion, is freely admitted and generally known 
but when the federal statutes prohibiting its 
practice were declared constitutional, plural! 
marriage was forbidden by action of the 
church, officially assembled in general con- 
ference. 

“The church as a body is greater than 
any of its officers, and this action cannot be 
annulled or set aside by any authority other 
than that of the church itself. Much of 
the misunderstanding on this. subject,” con- 
tinued Dr. Talmage, “is due to the confusion 
of plural marriage with our institution of 
celestial marriage. The latter is a con- 
tract of marriage, duly solemnized unde: 
the authority of the holy priesthood, where- 
by the parties are united, not as in marriage 
for the period of mortal life only—unti! 
death doeth them part—but for time and fo: 
all eternity. , 

“This we regard as the true order of 
sealing in marriage, and the solemn ordinance 
is administered only in the temples which: 
are erected and maintained for these and 
other sacred rites. No ceremony of sealing 
in celestial marriage is performed unless th: 

arties are duly licensed to wed under the 
aws of the state.” 

Dr. Talmage is well known in scientific 
and scholastic circles. He was for many 
years connected with the University of Utan 
as its president, and as professor of geology: 
and is a life fellow of many learned bodies, 
including the geological societies of England 
and America, the Philosophical Society of 
Great Britain, and the Royal Society of Eud- 
inburgh. 

He is an author of several works on the- 
ological, doctrinal and scientific subjects, 
which are “Great Salt Lake, Present and 
Past,” “Articles of Faith,” “Great Apostasy,” 
“House of the Lord,” which is an exhaustive 
treatment of Mormon temple rites, and “Jesus, 
the Christ.” 

Dr. Talmage and President Callis leave 
tonight for Jacksonville, Fla.

ROAD BUILDERS TO MEET 
NEXT YEAR IN ALBANY 


Patterson Asks Society to In- 
dorse Bill Creating High- 
way Commission. 


Savannah, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Society of Wardens, Road 
Superintendents and County Commis- 
sioners closed their three-day conven- 
tion here today. They will meet in 
Albany next spring. 

T. E. Patterson, member of the Geor- 
gia prison commission, was present. He 
presented a fesolution asking the in-- 
dorsement by the society of the Dill 
drawn by Mr. Andrews for a highway 
commission to secure the $2,000,000 
from the national government for the 
building of roads throughout the en- 
tire state. Mr. Patterson explained 
this bill kept the management of the 
roads in the hands of a commission 
made up of Governor Harris, the chair- 
man of the prison commission, the state 
geologist and two professors of en- 
gineering at the two state universities. 
He said the Andrews bill had been in- 
dorsed by Governor Harris and many 
others who realized by that means it 
was possible to get the two million 
dollars for the building of roads from 
one county seat to another. 

Mr. Patterson announced that with 
the new highway commission the coun- 
ties would be relieved of the expense 
of building roads through their sec- 
tions while holding at the same time 
their power over the management of 
the convicts. It was claimed by Mr.: 
Patterson should the Georgia Chamber 
of Commerce bill go through the war- 
dens would lose half of their convicts 
through abolition of camps. 


FRUIT EXCHANGE 
READY TO HANDLE 
GA. PEACH CROP 


Fort Valley, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)— 
The Georgia Fruit exchange has opened 
offices here, and is now making final 
preparations for the handling of the 
peach crop produced in this section of 
the state. 

Indications are that the crop this 
year will be larger than last. It is also 
thought that the size of the peaches 
will be much larger than that of last 
year or the year before. More specu- 
lating is being done than ever before 
in the history of this section. Some 
orchards have been sold by the crate 
to be delivered to the station; some sold 
on the trees and others sold by the 
basket. 

It is thought that the first peaches 
will be shipped during the latter part 
of the month. This is just about the 
time that the peaches started last sea- 
son. The distributing facilities of the 
Georgia Fruit exchange are even bet- 
ter than they were during the season 
of 19165. Connections have been se- 
cured with practically all the largest 
and most reliable fruit distributors of 
the north. Several northern produce 
houses already have their represent- 
ative here looking the situation over. 

There is no doubt that the peaches 
will bring a better price this year than 
they did last year because of the dam- 
age done to the crops in other states. 

The crop, as a whole, will be shipped 
earlier this year. Elbertas will come 
much earlier than usual. 

The value of the Georgia Fruit ex- 
change is clearly proved by the increase 
in the profits made by all of the grow- 
ers that are members of the exchange.

Americus, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)— 
The largest graduating class in the his- 
tory of the Americus High school re- 
ceived their diplomas tonight, present- 
ed by Dr. Lansing Burrows, president 
of the board of education.

The ordinance in question provides 
that all merchants in the city who car- 
ry spiritous liquors or beverages of 
any kind whatever, or extracts con- 
taining over one-half of one per cent 
of alcohol, shall have a designated 
place for keeping them, not more than 
twenty feet from the front of the store 
and exposed in full view. 

This law, it is said, is framed so as 
to prevent the sale. of bay rum and 
similar “moist” products.

DESTRUCTION OF BOOZE 
ENIUINED IN AUGUSTA 


Superior Court Judge Stays 
Order of the City Court 
Judge. 


Augusta, Ga., May 24.—(Special.)— 
Today Judge J. C. C. Black, Jr., of the 
city court, ordered Chief of Police El- 
liott to turn over to Sheriff J. T. 
Plunkett the large amount of liquor 
seized here since May 1. Judge Black 
then ordered Sheriff Plunkett to de- 
stroy the liquor, retaining a small sam- 
ple of each lot for evidence purposes. 
Before the sheriff could 
Judge Black’s instructions he was en- 
joined by Judge Henry C. Hammond, 
of the Richmond superior court, from 
destroying the liquor. 

This latter injunction was secured 
by counsel for the owners of the liquor 
on the allegation that the acts under 
which the authorities “have seized the 
liquors are an invasion of their con- 
stitutional rights. The hearing on the 
temporary injunction will be heard be- 
fore Judge ammond Monday morn- 
ing.

Corn 
finished 4%@% to %c up, oats un- 
changed to %@%sc higher, and provi- 
sions varying from the same as yes- 

\ terday’s close to 12%c advance. 

Until speculators began to appreciate 
the possible significance which the re- 
ported mission of Prince von Buelow to 
the United States might have as a defi- 
nite move for an early peace, the 
wheat market was uniformly on the 
upgrade. Excessive heat and absence 
of rain in Oklahoma and neighboring 
parts of Kansas, it was said, caused 
decided enlargement of burnt areas in 
the fields, and had led to predictions 
of an abnormally shrunken yield. 
Bullish sentiment was further empha- 
sized ‘by Indiana reports of Hessian fly 
damage and by advices telling of re- 
duced acreage in the northwest, both 
sides of the Canadian boundary. Two 
cents a bushel was added to values in 
some cases before the persistent ad- 
Vance was checked. 

Skepticism regarding the authenti- 
city of the news regarding Von Bue- 
low prevented the bears from obtain- 
ing a more complete control of the 
wheat market during the late trading. 
The fact that the report was without 
any confirmation from German sources 
did much to impair the effect on prices. 

Sufficient importance was attached 
to the peace outlook, however, to in- 
duce lively selling on the part of some 
leading houses that beforehand were 
conspicuous on the buying side. 

Corn rose with wheat and as a re- 
sult of unfavorable weather, especially 
| in Illinois and Iowa. Besides, receipts 
were notably small. 

Damage reports from Oklahoma 
tended to lift the oats market. Ad- 
vices, though, were favorable as to the 
big central states. 

Scarcity of Argentine beef was said 
to be a factor in bringing about higher 
prices in provisions. The chief imme- 
diate influence, however, was an ad- 
vance in the value of hogs. 


New York, May 24.—In the vernacu- 
lar of the speculative element, today’s 
market went through the process of 
“healthy reaction,” investment stocks, 
as well as specialties, developing mark- 
ed heaviness on fairly large dealings. 
Washington's note to the British gov- 
ernment anent mail detentions and the 
French admission of a <erman gain 
in a portion of the Verdun sector form- 
ed the basis of bearish sentiment, but 
in all likelihood today’s reversal re- 
sulted chiefly from the belief that 
the up-swing had proceeded almost too 
rapidiy for safety. 

Reading, which led the recent advance 
on its series of new high records, 
culminating in the previous day’s max- 
imum of 110%, was no less conspicuous 
on the decline, falling to 103% and clos- 
ing at 103%, an overnight loss of 5% 
pointe. 

Other active rails were lower by 1 
to over 2 points at irregular intervals 
with the exception of Rock Island, 
which was in marked demand at an 
extreme gain of 2% to 21%, presum- 
ably in consequence of the company § 
excellent earnings and progress toward 
a friendly reorganization. 

The movement of specialties was con- 
fusing, suggesting a conflict between 
the short and long accounts, but high- 
er prices prevailed after midday.

The rains were bene- 
ficial, but cultivation and replanting were 
delayed in some places. Plant lice are re- 
ported on cotton in southeast Texas. The 
weather was too cool for corn and there 
was some damage by cutworms. Wheat and 
oats are being harvested in the southeast 
with yleld better than expected in some 
locations. The weather was mostly favor- 
able for gardens, truck crops, stgar cane 
rice, and the transplanting of tobacco. 

Synopsis of weather and crop conditions 
in Georgia for the week ending Tuesday, 
May 28, 1916: 

Severe drought continued to prevail dur- 
ing most of the past week, but general and 
abundant rains fell Sunday evening and 
Monday over most of the state, except the 
immediate coast district, which were of 
agricultural interests. 
Early cotton is small, but healthy, clean 
and well cultivated; late cotton has poor 
stand and much replanting will be neces- 
sary. Oats are nearly all cut, quality poor; 
wheat is better. Early corn is small, but 
well cultivated. Conditions are now very 
favorable for transplanting sweet potatoes. 
Peaches were reported as dropping badly. 
Pastures, gardens, and truck crops were 
much injured by the drought.
